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The Building of an Education 


3 In September, 1934, a large body of students, 138 in 
number, gathered together to begin a new kind of work 
upon the “Building of Education’. We had laid the foun- 
dation in elementary school. 


Our architect, Mrs. Heard, had promised to have the 
three floors of our “Building” finished by May, 1937. The 
teachers ccmposed her body of contractors, and we were 
the workmen. We were somewhat confused at first, for we 
were accustomed to working for only one contractor at a 
time. 


Finally, however, we caught on and went about our 
work carefully and patiently. At the end of every six weeks 
a report was sent to our parents, showing on what part of 
our building we had done good work and on what part we 
_ had failed. 


After four and one-half months a thorough examina- 
tion was made, and when nine months had gone by, a final 
examination proved that most of the work had been well 
done. 


Thus, the first floor was finished in May, 1935. This 
floor, called Jr. I, had five large rooms—geography, science, 
english, history, and mathematics. 


Many beautiful pictures brightened this first floor of 
our “Building of Education’. Among them were clubs, 
picnics, chapel programs, and other entertainments. Oc- 
casionally both contractors and workmen had been given 
half-holidays when they had done especially well in help- 
ing the architect make her dreams come true. 


After a three months’ vacation, work was begun on 
the second floor. A few changes were made in workmen, 
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The Building of an Education, Continued 


and new materials were supplied. The floor space in this 
Jr. II floor was divided into several different rooms. Space 
was given this year to Latin, occupational studies, manual 
training, typewriting, and home economics. 


After nine months of work on the Jr. II floor and three 
months’ vacation the workmen assembled in September, 
1936, to learn the architect’s plans for the third floor. Again 
the floor space was divided so that we might include the 
rocms of social studies and speech. Many decorations 
brightened this Jr. III floor—the Glee Club, the spring 
plays, the picnic, the tea dance—but the loveliest decora- 
tion in the “Building of Education” was the beautifying of 
the auditorium. There you see the fulfilment of our archi- 
tect’s vision, the perseverance of her contractors, and the 
spirit of every workman in this room. 


At the final meeting those of us who have done work 
up to the required specifications will be promoted to work 
that is more difficult. May those who take our places love 
their work as we have done.
